International Arbitration. 


The real obstacle in the way of inter- 


national arbitration is not so nrach a 
lack of efficacy in the method as the 
lack of a disposition to try it. The sys- 
tem of arbitration necessarily presup- 
poses that nations desiro an amicable 
adjustment of their differences. 
Such 


an adjustment may "be prevented either, 
by a willful opposition to it or'by the 
adoption of a style of controversy thai 
will render argument impracticable. 
Against such obstaolas it is difiioult to 
contend, since their direct tendency and 
effect is to bring about a collision be 
fore an arbitrator can intervene. 
It is 


obvious that arbitration, can no more 
afford an absolute safeguard against 
such contingencies than can a system of 
municipal law absolutely prevent men 
from attempting to settle their differ- 
ences by fighting iu the street, if they 
desire thus to revert to primal condi- 
tions. Yet severe penalties, strictly en- 
forced, may reduce such chances to a 
minimum, and it is conceivable, that a 
scheme of internationnl action might: 1>o 
devised so comprehensive as to render a 
resort to war exceedingly difficult and 
hazardous.—"The Possibilities of Per- 
manent Arbitration" in Centnry.

The windmill irrigation plant is most- 


y confined to Kansas. It is impossible 
at present to define its linxitations. Its 
tieiids assert that it is applicable to the 
•>road uplands as well as to the river 
bottoms, ;uid Kansas has recently pro- 
vided a state commission and an appro- 
priation to make a thorough test of this 
possibility. The measun:- of tho.water 
supply is tho measure of valuable agri- 
cultural land iu the seminrid region. In 
Dakota water is obtained from wide ar- 
tesian basins, while Nebraska is reason- 
ably supplied with surface streams, but 
everywhere throughout this region tho 
underground waters will be brought up 
5y puinpiug plants when this can be 
economically done. Thousands of sot- 
tiers await with interest tho develop- 
ment of these possibilities. Their inter- 
est is shared by thousands of investors 
iu eastern states and foreign countries, 
who own mortgage debentures issued 
upon these dry farms. The aggregate 
sum of these mortgages is tens of mil- 
lions of dollars. Tho foregoing is an ex- 
tract from Williami E. Smythe's article 
on arid America iu Tho Century Maga- 
zine. He says: 


The development of this source of 


supply, however, does not abate tho de- 
mand for national action looking to the 
wise regulation of interstate streams. 
The salvation of great investments and 
the extension of the. irrigable area t« the 
rich upland prairies, which cannot be 
economically irrigated by wells, demand 
that the flood waters of such rivers shall 
be conserved mid equitably divided be- 
tween states to which they naturally be- 
long. This matter will involve one of 
the larger problems of the near future.

Thoso rr:ibs that are opposite 
the opening in tho V bustle with the 
rest of tho lino, bnt when they strike 
the IxMTd sides they are thiwra ntoro 
and ruuro together, nntil they converge 
in u mass at the point. The fisherman. 
sitting outside, takes them out by the 
handful.—New York Sun.

Strictly speaking, tho only actual 


plant food in kuiiiit is the potash, which 
will average about 2fiO pounds to tho 
ton. This potash is valued at -I f.j (-cuts 
a pound as compared with that in sul- 
phate of potash, which is valued at 5.".^ 
cents, iis reported by Rural New Yurk- 
e.r, which also gives the following valu- 
ations: 


There is no immediate value in tho 


insoluble phosphoric; acid in nick phos- 
phates, though tho chemists give it a 
value of 2 cents a pound, assuming that, 
some of it will gradually bocomo mom 
available.. Thin valuation is not fair to 
coarse bone, which may not dissolve in 
the. chemist's acid, yet will become avail- 
able when left for iiwhilo in the ground. 


One per cent of nitrogen is equal to 


1.21 per cent, of ammonia, and 1 per 
cent of ammonia equals .82 \ic.i cent of 
nitrogen.
